| a bad conſequence ( ſuppoſing the ground of it to bee true ) butthe 
ground and foundation of it is as certainly falſe, as to ſay that Dark- 
nefſe isLight ; for its evident that the firlt day in Geneſis began with 
that darkneſſe which God calls Night, Pſal.4.5. and to affirme that the 
firſt Day in Geneſis 1. begins wich morning Light,is as groſlely falſe, as 
tis apparently true that within ſix Dayes the Lord made Heaven 
Eacth, Ex.20.11. for before the creating ofthat Light which God calls 
Day, the Heavens and with them the Angels,and the Earth or firft mat- 
ter called the Deepe , which was.overſpread with Darknefle, were crea- 
red : either theretore the Lord did not create the World in ſix Dayes, or 
tis untrue that the firſt day in Geneſts began with morning Light: and 1 
wonder upon what grounds this notion ſhonld enter into any mans 
head: for though God calls the light Day and the darkenefle , Nighe, 
( as we ſtill do when we ſpeake of the artificiall Day ) yet withall he 
called the Evening of the morning the firſt day ; and what was 'this 
Evening and Morning ? Surely its all that * be. of time wherein the 
| Lorddid his hiſt dayes worke ; now its evident that part of the firſt 
Days worke was before God created the light:and what thoughevenir 
be oftentimes taken for the latter part of the Daylight? yet its too

Heaven and Chaes made which did exiſt before Light ? thoſe Fathers 
and Schoolemen who ſet ſuch narrow bounds to the Day,had need con-

mans reaſon demonſtrate it,nor hath God: in any Scripture revealed it, 
but it is a meere uncertainty,and therefore an ill foundation for ſetling 
the beginning of the Sabbath upon.
